through the Indus. With regard to China and Japan, it is 
impossible to form an opinion as to the extent to which the 
trade of the world will be increased under the treaties just 
concluded by England, France, and the United States with 
those Empires; but that they will form a great and novel 
element in trade, which will deserve the closest attention of 
the commercial world, no one can doubt. ‘The new, year 
upon which we are now entering may, therefore, justly be 
regarded as one of those great starting-points of Briti#h com- 
merece, 80 familiar to those who have carefully watched and 
studied its history. 

If this view be correct, then the present is a time when all 
who are practically interested in British trade, must wateli 
with intense interest the events which are likely to influence 
it, and especially those which are likely to determine the 
channels in which it will flow. To judge soundly of the 
future, we know of no means so efficient as to study well 
the past. A familiarity with the progress of trade during 
the last few years must, more than anything else, assist. those 
who are practically engaged in it, to form a sound opinion 
upon each new event as. it arises.in. the future, and-cannot 
fail to aid their judgment in many ways of which they may 
not be conscious at the time. 

On these grounds, we have determined to. present to, the 
readers of the Economusz, in the form of a Douste Numpsr,

THE TRADE OF THE PAST AND THE FUTURE, 
1858 AND 1859. 
Ir would be difficult to conceive a greater contrast than 
exists between the actual condition and immediate future 
prospects, of trade at the commencement of 1858, and now, 
at the commencement of 1859. A year ago, a commercial 
and financial crisis, of greater intensity than had perhaps 
ever been experienced, so long as it lasted, was only 
just subsiding. The Bank discount, which had been for 
some time at the unprecedented rate of 10 per cent., even 
then stood at 8 per cent. It is true the reserve of the Bank, 
which at one moment had fallen to below a million, had so 
far recovered that it stood at 7,971,000/ by the last accounts 
published in December, and confidence began to be felt that so 
far as the “ money market” was concerned, the country was 
in a fair way towards a rapid recovery. But the same con- 
fidence did not prevailin relation to the trade of the country. 
So far as regarded the United States, the European markets, 
and others near at hand, it was supposed that the full effect 
of the crisis had been ascertained. But so far as its effects 
would be experienced in the gréat markets of the East, in 
India, China, and Australia, all was as yet mere conjecture. 
And that conjecture was rendered the more doubtful, in 
consequence of the great losses which it was evident must 
arise from the sudden depreciation of some of the most im- 
portant articles of import from those quarters, and from the 
knowledge that the export trade, especially to Australia, 
had been so much over-done. The losses on silk alone were 
computed in millions. Hvuwever much, therefore, the sur- 
face of affairs appeared to be tending to settlement, if not to 
}| actual improvement, at the opening of 1858 there was still 
much to be known, which occasioned great anxiety with 
those who considered the prospects of trade more narrowly ; 
and which gave a serious, though perhaps unavowed check 
to the whole trading transactions of the early part of the year. 
Those most deeply interested in the conduct of the great 
credit transactions of the country, could not forget the 
serious effects produced upon the East India houses in 
1830 and in 1847, by causes to all appearance not so severe 
as were in operation in 1857. Fortunately, however, as time 
disclosed the full extent of the effect of the crisis upon these 
important markets, and upon those in this country most ex- 
tensively connected with them, confidence was gradually 
restored, and trade resumed its ordinary course. The whole 
events of that crisis, now that they are past, cannot fail to 


vailed at the time. It was then believed that the rapid de. 
velopment which the trade of the country had of late years 
received, had been the result of rash speculation more than 
at any former period. The reverse now appears to be the 
fact. Apart from the few cases which have created so much 
scandal during the year, it is now plain that the general trade 
of the country had been conducted, however large the 
dimensions it had acquired, upon sound principles, and with 
reasonable means. And, even with respect to those houses 
which suspended payment, it is an important fact, bearing 
upon the real character of the trade of the country at the 
time, that never upon any former occasion, have so man 
paid in full, and some whose obligations were of the l:cgest 
amount, such as Messrs Denistoun and Co., a long time in 
anticipation of the period when they even hoped to do so, |} 
The extremely limited extent of the failure of housez con- 
nected with the trade of the East, which, more than any 
other, had increased in amount, compared with what 
happened in former convulsions, notwithstanding the great 
fall in the price of produce, and notwithstanding the | 
disturbing consequences of the Indian revolt, is, perhaps, |} 
une of the most gratifying circumstances brought to light by |/ 
that period of severe pressure. 

The trading transactions throughout 1858 have been 
marked by singular circumspection and caution. Notwith-

And it may be 
said that, notwithstanding the great caution which has been 
shown, the great branches of our trade have already re 
covered all they lost as the result of the crisis, and are now 
as extensive as at any former period whatever. Nor is the 
state of things which we have described peculiar to this 
country,—the accounts from the United States and from the 
Continent show a similar improvement. The advices just 
received from New York show that in that port alone the 
goods entered for consumption in the month of November 
amounted to 7,350,322 dollars, as compared with 2,792,185

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the whole of the consequences of the crisis of 1857, and of 
any unsound speculation that preceded and led to it, have 
now been fully realised, and will not further affect the trade 
of the future, excepting as a wholesome lesson by which 
dargers may be avoided. 





With these observations upon the past, we pass to a con- 
sideration of the circumstances which are likely to influence 
the trade of the year upon which we this day enter. These 
are of a character peculiarly striking, whether we regard the 
position of the financial means open to trade, or the great 
considerations upon which the prosperity and the consuming 
ability of nations are founded. The position of the Bank of 
England is only a fair index to that of the chief banking es- 
tablishments in all the great countries of commerce. In the 
United States, in France, in the chief continental towns, as 
in the Bank of England, the great distinguishing features of 
the moment are, large unemployed deposits, a limitation of 
advances, great bullion reserves, and, as a consequence, 
a very low rate of interest. And it is important to observe 
that these remarkable characteristics of the times in mone- 
tary matters, are not so, merely as compared with the period 
of pressure a year ago :—they will bear nearly an equally 
favourable comparison with the corresponding period of each 
of the last three years. In the very useful table of a comparison 
for four years, which is now given every week in the Bank- 
ing article of the Economist, it wili be seen by referring to 
the number of last week, that the conditions of the Bank of 
England at the corresponding periods of the three preced- 
ing years, with regard to the important points referred to, 
was as follows :—

It would be difficult to conceive a stronger contrast than is 
furnished by this table, as regards those points in the ac- 
counts of the Bank of England so essential to commerce. 
And what is true in respect to the Bank of England as the 
great test of the condition of the “money market”’ in this 
country, is equally true of the great banking establishments 
in the United States, in France, and the chief commercial 
cities of the Continent. So far, then, as the means may be re- 
quired for any legitimate extension of trade to which the cir- 
cumstances of the times may lead, they are everywhere most 
ample. 

The great foundation, as experience has shown, of national 
prosperity, and of the ability to consume the produce of 
industry, and even of articles of the greatest luxury, is 
abundance of all that constitutes the necessary requirements 
of life. Large crops of any article merely mean a greater 
reward for labour, and increased wealth to the country, 
whether the nominal price be high or low ; but when this abun- 
danceconsists of the articles which form the first great essential 
necessaries of life, then it more immediately affects the pros- 
perity and consuming ability of the world, than it would if 
it consisted of any other article however valuable or useful. 
It is a simple problem which has been long understood, that 
the price of food affects trade more than any other one cause. 
And this will be easily understood, when it is borne in mind 
that it is only the surplus after obtaining food, that, with the 
gteat masses of mankind, is available for clothing, shelter, and 
the small luxuries in which they ever indulge. The 
price of wheat at this moment is 40s a quarter; a year ago 
under the pressure of the crisis it was 50s ; at the same period 
in 1856 it was 60s; and in 1855 the average price was 
Within the smallest fraction of 80s. Taking the annual con- 
sumption of wheat at 20,000,000 qrs, the price at this 
moment will make a difference in the year’s expenditure of 
10,000,0007 less than according to the rate in 1857, of 
20,000,0007 less than according to the rate of 1856, and 
of 40,000,0002 less than according to the rate of 1855. 
Of course it may be said that upon what is raised at 
home, the producers will receive so much less; but, in the 
first place, they have much more to sell; and in the next 
place, they form in the number of consumers an in- 
credibly small proportion. But here again, what is true at 
home, is equally true in the United ‘States, in France, and 








throughout the continent of Europe. In a very valuable 
treatise recently given to the world by Mr Barry, of Chicago, it 


Isshown that the difference in the amountexpended for bread by 





the consuming masses of the United States, between a very 
cheap and abundant year like the present, and a dear and 
searce year like 1855, is no less than 200,000,000 dollars, or 
rather more than 40,000,000/; and it is to this difference 
that he distinctly traces the fluctuating ability of the country 
to consume articles of manufacture and imported produce. 
Again, we are all familiar with the striking effect which high 
and low prices always produce in France, upon the general 
condition of the people, and upon trade. Similar effects are 
experienced in the other chief commercial countries through- 
out the Continent. The abundance and the low prices to 
which we have referred as existing in this country, exist, in 
an equal degree, in all the other countries to which we 
have referred, and cannot fail to produce important conse- 
quences, direct and indirect, upon their commerce, the effect 
of which must, less or more, favourably affect the trade of 
this country, and in respect to some of them, very directly 
and importantly. 

But, independent of these favourable elements, as affecting 
the trade of 1859, it is apparent that the markets of the 
East will furnish, before long, an enlarged field of enterprise. 
From India,which furnishes the most rapidly increasing markets 
which we now have, we may look for a continued increase of 
demand for British manufactures, and, what isequally of impor- 
tance, an increased supply of their native produce. The new 
markets, which are now being opened up by the navigation 
of the Indus, of themselves promise a great extension of 
trade. Then, again, it is fair to expect, if not a very imme- 
diate, yet not a very remote, increase in our trade with China 
and Japan, and with the numerous smaller markets in those 
seas, as a consequence of the greater freedom secured by 
Lord Elgin’s treaties, and the new markets opened to British 
enterprise. 

As a whole, therefore, the prospects of 1859 bear a most 
cheerful comparison with those with which we commenced 
the past year. Zhen, all was still doubt and apprehension. 
Now, we may fairly say, that a year never commenced with 
better grounds for hope and confidence. May the same pru- 
dence and caution which have marked the commercial public 
for the last six months, continue to guide them in the very 
favourable circumstances under which they enter the new 
year. 





THE PORTUGUESE CASE AGAINST FRANCE. 
We have now at last befure us the blue-book presented to 
the Portuguese Parliament on the subject of the dispute 
with France concerning the Slave Trade. We are much 
mistaken if the thorough examination of these documents 
will not confirm very strongly in the mind of Englishmen 
the impression which is already pretty generally diffused, 
both that France has been guilty of a most unwarranted 
aggression on Portugal, and that England deliberately in- 
curred, and has now evaded, the duty of supporting Portugal 
in the policy she has pursued. We will furnish our readers 
with a clear and succinct account of the principal events 
for which these remarkable documents supply the evidence. 

By orders dated February, 1855, and again July, 1856, 
the Portuguese Government had, after solicitation from Great 
Britain, strictly prohibited in all Portuguese dependencies any 
sanction tothe scheme of the French Government for supplying 
the French colonies in the neighbourhood of Madagascar with 
so-called free labourers. These orders had been, to a great 
extent, evaded by the colonial authorities in the Portuguese 
colonies, and in the summer of last year (1857) Mr Paget, 
Her Majesty’s Representative at Lisbon, again wrote to the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, at Lord Clarendon’s desire, to 
urge upon the Portuguese Government the necessity of car- 
rying out these prohibitions against the French immigration 
scheme with due stringency. After calling attention to the 
Portuguese deerees and their tuo systematic violation, Mr 
Paget ends by saying :—“ I am therefore directed by the Earl of 
“ Clarendon, in making these facts known to your Excellency, 
“ to express the hope of Her Majesty’s Government that the 
“ Portuguese authorities on the East coast of Africa will receive 
« such orders frem their Government as will ensure their eflee- 
“ tually carrying out the determination, which has already 
“‘ been expressed by the Government of His Most Faithful 
“ Majesty, not to allow the exportation of Negroes from 
* Mozambique to the French settlements in that part of the 
“‘ world.” This was written, we must remember, about four 
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‘months previous to the capture of the Charles et Georges. 
Subsequently, a day or two before the capture, in Novem- 
ber, 1857, Mr Paget expressed Lord Clarendon’s pleasure at 
«‘ the humane and vigorous measures taken by the Portu- 
« guese Government in this matter.” These measures had, 
indeed, been initiated before the first protest of England. 
In March, 1857, the Governor-General of Mozambique was 
superseded—clearly for neglect of duty, his case being still 
under adjudication,—and a new Governor-General was ap- 
pointed, with the strictest orders on this head. At the 
same time, however, and for years previously, there had been 
a standing discord between the French and Portuguese 
Governments as to their policy on the East coast of Africa. 
Count Walewski applied, even so late as the spring of 1857, 
repeatedly to the Portuguese Government for a relaxation of 
the restriction against the emigration of free colonists, and 
expressed the greatest indignation that any suspicion of 
the Slave Trade should attach to this scheme. The 
Portuguese Government, however, was firm in its refusal, 
and the French admissions are clear and repeated, and 
the regrets many, that it should be a violation of Portuguese 
law to recruit for their colonies in Portuguese settle- 
ments. The repressive system of the Mozambique Go- 
vernment was not only adopted, it was carried out. 
Every captain of a French “free emigrant ship” on 
entering a Portuguese port was required to sign a pledge 
to take no recruits from Portuguese territory under 
pain of “submitting to all the legal consequences which 
“ might result from it, and of renouncing all the privileges 
“ accorded” to such official French ships. This pledge 
was exacted in more than one instance under- the new 
régime at Mozambique, both from the captains and thedelegates 
of such ships. The Governor of Réunion also made known 
his acquiescence in the Portuguese prohibition to his officials, 
—and one of the French delegates admits that he had re- 
ceived instructions from Réunion “as precise as they were 
“ severe,” to enlist no freeemigrants on Portuguese territory. 

So much for the preliminaries. 
the new régime was well established at Mozambique. 
prohibition to permit Negro-exportation was strict. 
well known at Réunion. 
strictly enjoined to refrain. The captains of the emigrant 
ships were only admitted into Mozambique ports at all under 
the clear understanding that any official recognition was 
entirely nullified by their infraction of this rule. 
21st November, 1857, the British Consul at Mozambique, 
Mr MacLeod, who has since returned to this country, 
reported to the Governor-General thus:—“ Your Excellency, 
“] have the honour to inform you that I have received intelli- 
“ gence that « .ree-masted vessel is at anchor in Conducia 
“ Bay, and that there is reason to suppose she is shipping 
“a cargo of slaves.” This vessel was, no doubt, the Charles 
et Georges, which, according to the captain’s own account, had 
first anchored in Conducia Bay on the 20th November, and 
shipped fifty Negroes there. The captain went on shore, met 
a native Sheikh, in some petty employ under the Mozambique 
Government, and accepted his assurances that he was autho- 
rised to enlist colonists for French settlements,—the Sheikh 
having never received any such authority, but, on the con- 
trary, well knowing that one of the conditions of his employ- 
ment was that he should transact no kind of foreign business in 
the name of the Mozambique Government, The captain, never- 
theless, paid the Sheikh head-money for every “ free colonist ” 
so enlisted, and then went to sea again with his 50 colonists, 
leaving an agent ashore, and promising to return in December 
for more colonists. The captain states that he had engaged to 
be at Ibo, near Madagascar about this time, and that therefore, 
and therefore only, he sailed away. But it is clear that he 
did not go thither. It is clear he saw no land till his return 
eight days later to Conducia; and there can be little doubt, we 
think, that he sailed away as a mere measure of precaution,

provisions were found to be ample. His self-contradietions, 
in short, were most numerous, if any credit is to be attached 
to the Portuguese authorities,—and the pretext of returni 
for medical aid, when Mozambique itself would have afforded 
the best within reach, and the little island of Quitangonha 
had none, is quite incredible. 

On his second visit to Conducia Bay, the captain of the 
Charles et Georges unfortunately found the commander of 
the Portuguese cruiser on the watch. Their statements are 
very contradictory. The captain of the Charles et Georges 
states that he anchored four miles from any land, and con. 
sequently not in territorial waters. The statement of the 
Portuguese commander is explicit. “I lay at the distance 
“ of four miles; the vessel (Charles et Georges) anchored in 
front, and close to the Island of Quitangonha, within less than 
cannon shot.” Ou this point hangs entirely the question of 
the territorial rights of Portugal. The Portuguese Miaister, 
in arguing his case with Count Walewski, very justly says :— 
“ Between these two assertions the Portuguese Government 
“ leaves it to France to decide for herself whether, both on 
“ principle and in fact, the balance ought not to lean to the 
“ side of Portugal; on principle, because the declaration of 
“ an officer of the Royal Marine has everywhere more au- 
“ thority than the essentially interested assertion of a mer- 
“ chant captain; in fact, because a cruiser is supposed to 
“know the territorial limits within which he has to keep 
“ guard much better than a merchant sailor could do who 
“ finds himself there accidentally.” 

But, putting aside the dispute as to jurisdiction, let us 
briefly sum up the rest of the story. The Portuguese cruiser, 
at least, did not doubt its own right. The Charles et Georges 
was boarded, 110 Negroes were found on board, the flush deck 
and all the other arrangements were found to be those of a 
common slaver. The commander asked the captain for his 
Negro passports and formal contracts of labour, which he 
ought to have produced had his been an official French 
emigrant ship. He could produce no passports. The worth- 
less permit of the native Sheikh was allhe had. The Negroes 
all affirmed they had been shipped involuntarily. Many of 


The commander could only carry the vessel 
into Mozambique and report the case. The Portuguese law 
left no alternative but to prosecute the captain, as having 
violated the law of that kingdom against the Slave Trade by 
shipping Mozambique colonists against their will, and for a 
given price, without any evidence of free contract of any sort, 
and in defiance of the express ruleseven of the French law. 
Even the French delegate, when asked ‘ whether the 
conditions of the French Government had been carried 
out,” himself replied «* Yes, with regard to the emigrants 
engaged at Comoro, not with regard to those engaged at 
Quitangonha,” a fact of which he had intended to advise his 
Government on their arrival at Réunion. Such are the facts 





of the case. The captain’s assertion that the Portuguese 
soldiers, on one or two occasions, treated the crew and N egroes 
very brutally, when the ship was at anchor at Mozambique, 
may be quite true. It cannot affect the question at issue. 
His statements are clearly full of self-contradiction, and are, 
probably, greatly coloured. If true, the Portuguese Govern- 
ment would itself apply the remedy. The captain does not 
seem to complain of personal ill-treatment in prison. 

Now, the facts being these, what is the position assumed 
by the French Government? “Supposing,” says the Vis- 
comte de Paiva, in giving an account to his own Government 
of Count Walewski’s reasons for refusing mediation—“ Sup- 
“ nosing the Charles et Georges had infringed the Portuguese 
“ Jaw, the Mozambique authorities should not have brought 
“ the matter before their own tribunals, as the presence of & 
“French delegate should have been sufficient to prevent any 
« idea of such a crime” [as the Slave Trade]. Again: “If 
“the Government of Mozambique had proceeded then and 
there against the Charles et Georges for violating the Portu- 
“ guese territory, the question of mediation might have been 
“open, but since they had dared to associate the French 
“ name with the Slave Trade, no mediation was possible. 
This is the whole of the French case as presented in these 





papers. We must say we think the answer of the Portugues¢ 
Minister is complete,—that such a position is nothing but an 
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assertion that “all the principles of international equity | efforts to define the evil and to adapt the reform to its con- 


“ought to disappear before the superiority of France as a 
«power of the first order, and that wherever one of her agents 
“ appears, illegality becomes right.” 

We must conclude. But we cannot do so without asking 
what is the position of England? She first urged Portugal 
to oppose the French immigration scheme. She urged her to 
carry out her opposition. In the summer of 1857 she 
spurred her on to fresh exertions. She congratulated her on 
those exertions. It was the English Consul who advised 
the Mozambique Government of the presence of a suspected 
ship in Conducia Bay. And last of all, the English Govern- 
ment strongly advised Portugal to concede all the demands 
of France, and to accept mediation as to the compensation 
due to France. An honourable office ! 





THE POLITICAL RELATIONS OF THE EDUCATED 
AND WORKING CLASSES. 
Ir is one of the most encouraging auguries for the coming 
Reform struggle that all those organs of the English press 
which are generally admitted to be free from any party bias 
or connection, and to speak the thoughts of impartial and cul- 
tivated Englishmen,—though, one by one, they have taken 
the strongest ground against Mr Bright’s sweeping and ill- 
considered democracy,—have yet never evinced the slightest 
desire to evade or dispute those claims of the Working Classes 
to a fair representation, of which Mr Bright wishes to be 
regarded as the only unshrinking champion. The Saturday 
Review, which was, for a long time, Mr Bright’s most 
cordial and admiring critic, and the Spectator, which has 
always listened with marked sympathy to the demands of the 
Working Classes and claimed a respectful attention for their 
eloquent advocate, have now declared war against Mr 
Bright's Reform-policy in the most unequivocal, nay, in the 
most indignant terms. Nor has this arisen, in either case, 
from any change of attitude towards the wishes of the Work- 
ing Classes themselves. As far as we know, there is but 
one conviction on this head among all impartial thinkers ; 
and that conviction is the view so ably expressed by Mr Mon- 
crieff, the Lord Advocate under the last Government, in his 
second speech to his constituents at Leith :—“ I maintain,” he 
isreported to have said, “ that, outside the pale of the pre- 
“sent franchise, there is a class which, from intelligence 
“and independence also, is peculiarly well-fitted to wield it. 


“Tsay the upper classes of our working population—of the | 


“ artisans, especially the skilled artisans—are persons of as 
“much mental cultivation certainly, and often of more, than 
“ those who are now within the magic circle of the franchise ; 
“and I know no class that have increased more—I do not 
“mean to say merely in education and intelligence, but in 
“a steady and steadfast view of public affairs. I know 
“no class that have gained more position within the last ten 
“years than the class of which I speak. I know no class 


“that have made greater progress than the superior class of | 


“the working population; and I am certain that, in the 
“hands of many of them, the franchise may be trusted with 
“the greatest possible safety.” 


Such is the view taken, we believe, by all thoughtful men. 
There is little now left-among the most cultivated classes of 


that crass conservatism which resists all change, as such,

and prophesies that every concession to popular views will 
issue in revolution. Fortunately for England, the freedom and 
progress of commerce has taught society to understand and 
appreciate the services of those who are the actual producers 
ofits material wealth. There no longer exists, even in the 
middle classes, that jealousy and dread of the ranks of 
labour which was formerly so prevalent. Literature has done 
its best to portray the feelings and thoughts of the labouring 
man,—philanthropy, to place limits to his toil, to alleviate his 
miseries, and to minister to his pleasures. It certainly is no 
blind prejudice, or wilful injustice, that restrains us from 
associating him at once in all the political rights of the classes 
abovehim, Andif Mr Bright is losing influence and forfeit- 
ing political respect, it is not because he stands up as the 
sturdy advocate of labouring men, but because he has no 
definite conception either of what their case requires, or of 
the nature of the demand he is actually making. Itis not the 
Cause in which he appears, but the completely random method 
of his advocacy,—the contempt with which he treats all

ditions,—in short, his fanatical belief in the efficacy of a 
medicine he has never tried, and has not even the courage 
steadily to analyse, for an ailment he will not in- 
vestigate closely—which alienates all liberal thinkers, 
if they be thinkers, so completely from Mr Bright. We 
all agree with him that the labouring classes are unrepre- 
sented and that they ought to be represented:—but when we 
come to ask him what representation is,—how it is to be given, 
—how far the representation of one class may involve the 
loss of representation to another,—he shuts his eyes and says: 
‘I know nothing of such difficulties ; it mattersnothing to me 
‘whether the bond fide interests of labour are best represented 
‘in this way or in that,—whether the issue is that those who 
‘deserve representation most, get it least,—or whether any 
‘other class in the State loses its representation by giving 
‘representation to the least worthy; I care nothing for the 
‘result, and I do not profess to look into the source of the 
‘evil. I only ask you to give everybody who has a house a 
‘vote ;—I will be satisfied with no less, and I askno more.’ 
This language it is which makes all the thoughtful organs 
of the press turn away from Mr Bright’s speeches with amaze- 
ment and regret, while heartily sympathising with the class 
in whose cause he professes to contend.

“ The diffused multitude of moderate men, whose opinions, 

“taken in the aggregate, form public opinion, are just as 

« likely to be tyrannical towards what they do not realise, 

“ inapprehensive of what is not argued out, thoughtless of 
‘ what is not brought before them, as any other class can 

‘be. They will judge well of what they are made to under- 

“ stand ; they will not be harsh to feelings that are brought 

home to their imagination; but the materials of a judg- 

ment must be given them, the necessary elements of 
imagination must be provided, otherwise the result is 

certain. A free Government is the most stubbornly stupid 

« of all Governments to whatever is unheard by its deciding 

«classes. On this account it is of the utmost importance 

that there should be in the House of Commons some 

persons able to speak, and authorised to speak, the wants, 

sentiments, and opinions of every section of the commu- 

nity—delegates, one might almost say, of that section. 

It is only by argument in the legislature that the legisla- 

“ture can be impressed; it is by argument in the legisla- 

“ ture that the attention of the nation is most easily attracted 

“and most effectually retained.” And yet the writer 

maintains, again we say most justly, that while the 

Working Classes may claim this representation as of 
right, they cannot claim an equal share in that ruling 

power which the House of Commons has now mono- 

polised, for the very simple reason that though their wishes 

are undoubtedly an important element in the national will, 

they are not so important an element in that informed 

national mind which goes to determine the national will. 

Their own class-interests they are as competent to explain 

clearly as any other class. But in the formation of the 

national judgment on controverted questions, wider con- 

siderations must be introduced ; and here it is idle to say that 

the uninstructed and the instructed classes are on equal 

ground. So far as the Working Classes of the present day 

are better instructed than the 10/ householders of 1832, the 

Reviewer admits they would have a claim to some additional 

power in the State, as well as to specific representation. 

And he examines the proposal to add to all the present 
borough constituencies such Working Men as can bring proof 
that they belong to the highest section of their own class 
by their investments in mutual-assurance and benefit clubs ; 

and he only rejects this qualification on the ground that it is 
too easy of manufacture for electioneering purposes. 

In discussing the fit remedy for the unrepresented condition 
of the Working Classes, the National Reviewer points out 
that it must not tend to deprive the highly-educated classes 
of their present representation. At present that representa- 
tion is clearly indirect. The 10/ householders of boroughs, and 
the 40s freeholders of counties, cannot be regarded as highly 
educated constituencies. Nevertheless, thecertainty that almost 
all members of Parliament and all the members of the Govern- 
ment will belong to the educated class, ensures,—so long, 
and only so long, as this certainty exists,—a very powerful 
indirect representation to thought and culture. The writer 
then examines the position which is so often now taken by 
democratic writers, that all this endirect representation must 
remain under any form of government,—that knowledge, cul- 
ture, and wealth will always secure a just political influence. 
This argument urges, says the Reviewer, “that as the 
“ higher orders are felt by the lower to be more capable of 
“ governing, they will be chosen by the lower, if the latter 
“ are left free to choose; that, therefore, no matter how de- 
“ mocratic the government—in fact, the more democratic the 
“ government—the surer are the upper orders to lead. But 
“ experience shows that this is an error. If the acquisition of 
“ power is left to the unconscious working of the natural in- 
“fluences of society, the rich and the cultivated will cer- 
“tainly acquire it; they obtain it insensibly, gradually, and 
“‘ without the poorer orders knowing that they are obtaining 
“it. But the result is different when, by the operation of 
“a purely democratic constitution, the selection of rulers is 
“ submitted to the direct vote of the populace. The lower 
“ orders are then told that they are perfectly able to judge ; 
“demagogues assert it to them without ceasing; the 
“constitution itself is appealed to as an incontrovertible 
“ witness to the fact; as it has placed the supreme power in 
“the hands of the lower and more numerous classes, it 
“would be contravening it to suppose that the real 
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“ superiority was in the higher and fewer.......... In con. 
sequence, experience shows that under a democratic govern. 
“« ment those who speak the feelings of the majority themselves 
- have a greater chance of being chosen to rule, than any 
“ of the higher orders, who, under any other form of govern. 
“ ment, would be admitted to be the better judges. The 
“ natural effect of such a government is to mislead the poor,” 
This is very powerfully put, and completely tallies with the 
results of all democratic experience both in the ancient and 
modern world. It naturally results from this conclusion, that 
the Reviewer is not disposed to sacrifice any portion of the 
present electoral system, the loss of which would endanger 
the indirect representation of education and culture. He is 
not disposed, in short, to assimilate all the borough con- 
stituencies to those of the Tower Hamlets and Finsbury. 

The result at which the Reviewer ultimately arrives ig in 
favour of such a variety of suffrage-qualifications, as would 
secure representatives to the Working Classes in those places 
where the Working Classes are most important, such places 
as Manchester, Leeds, Sheffield &c.,—and secure representa- 
tives for land, capital, and education in other places, the 
counties and the smaller boroughs. He would grant house. 
hold suffrage to certain large cities where the artisans are 
congregated, and would refuse it elsewhere. The members 
selected by the Manchester and Sheffield artisan would re- 
present the views of the Stockport and Preston artisan, at 
least as well as if they had themselves recorded their votes 
for them. 

On the objections that may be raised to this scheme we 
cannot now enter. We can only heartily recommend the 
paper to the perusal of our readers, as an eminent example 
of the Lona fide sympathy with the Working Classes which 
is evinced by the most cultivated thinkers of the day as well 
as because it is remarkable for general ability, breadth of 
thought, and statesmanlike power. 








THE MORALITY OF SPECULATIVE TRADE. 
Mr Brack, the able member for Edinburgh, has drawn 
attention, in an interesting lecture delivered at Glasgow, to 
the morality, or immorality, of speculative trading, and 
summed up his doctrine in the following terse sentences :— 
“«‘ Well-directed energy and enterprise are the life of commer- 
“cial progress, but if there is one lesson taught more plainly 
‘ than another by the great failures of late, it is that safety 
“lies in sticking to a legitimate business. No man—mer- 
“chant, trader, or banker—has any moral right to be so 
“ energetic and enterprising as to take from his legitimate 
‘« business the capital which it requires to meet every emer- 
“gency.” In this sentence, we take it, is contained all that 
is needful as a practical guide to the legitimate trader, but 
as a great many injurious mistakes pervade the minds of 
practical men on the subject of speculation, it will be well 
to bring out separately and clearly the principles involved. 

Speculative differs from what Mr Black calls “ legitimate” 
trade only in the amount of risk or uncertainty involved,—in J 
the novelty or untried character of the undertaking. All 
trade is more or less speculative, and what is more to the 
purpose, without what may be strictly termed speculative 
enterprise, no new commercial benefit can be secured. 
The only mode of securing a new success is to 
risk a failure;—you cannot test a demand _ without 
furnishing a supply often at a cost which is most 
serious if the demand fails to be excited. All calcula- 
tions of traffic on an unmade railway, for instance, are 
speculative,—and if the calculations are exaggerated, the loss 
of capital may be tremendous. Again, almost all the conduet 
of even a regular trade involves speculative elements. The 
manufacturer who succeeds differs from the manufacturer 
who fails chiefly in the exercise of a better judgment as to 
the time and price at which he shall purchase his materials, 
and the sort of article he shall produce. It is exactly in the 
doubtful elements,—the calculations of probability,—that 
one man of business surpasses another,—in other words, om 
the speculative side of legitimate trade. But not the less 18 
Mr Black quite right in contrasting speculative trade with 
legitimate trade, and seeking to gain over his auditors to give 
habitual preference to one over the other. ( 

1, The question of speculation need not be complicated with 








that of honesty and dishonesty,—though, in a practical lecture 
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like Mr Black’s, it was quite requisite to notice the two tenden- 
cies together, since the man who habitually plays for large but 
doubtful gains is usually also the man who is most apt to do 
go at the risk of others than himself. It is clear that if the 
risk of any speculative enterprise is not your own, but in- 
volves fresh risk to some one who is not aware of it, and who 
conceives his capital to be subject only to the ordinary risks of 
an old and esteblished business, then the speculation is 
simply fraudulent. No man has a right to undertake a doubt- 
ful extension of business with risk to another, unless he first 
satisfactorily explain the whole risk to the parties in- 
terested and receive their assent, in which case, of course, the 
responsibility of the speculation is transferred from him to 
them. 

But (2) this does not really open the main question at 
issue atall. Speculative trade would probably be unpopular 
as compared with regular trade,—even if the whole success 
or failure were limited to the speculator, and no one were 
the better or the worse for his gains and losses. And though 
there is much confusion in this prejudice, we believe there is 
a ground for it, though only a partial ground. Speculative 
trade is more or less connected in people’s minds, and more 
or less connected in reality, with that sort of transaction in 
which the gain of one person ts exactly measured hy the 
loss of another ; and against this sort of transaction there is 
a very natural prejudice in the minds of commercial men. 
In all regular traffic, the gain of the buyer and the gain of the 
seller gohandinhand. Itisas great a benefit to the American 
farmer as to the British manufacturer to exchange his corn 
forBritish manufactures,—and this mutual gain is present to the 
mind of commercial menas the legitimate standard of commerce. 
But speculative trading is closely connected in their minds 
with the notion of gaining by those violent and unexpected 
fluctuations of price which are a pure embarrassment and 
difficulty to the commercial world, instead of being a source 
of advantage to it. Mr Black compares the case 
of a speculative purchase of sugar in the expectation 
of a rise, with the case of a mere bet on the chance 
of a rise. The cases, we think, are not parallel, and we 
will directly explain why. But if they were, there would 
be justification enough for the prejudice against speculative 
trade. It is clear that in every bet the loser loses all that 
the winner gains. And just so far as speculative trade ap- 
proaches the betting standard, does it cease to be trade in 
the best sense at all. 


(3) The public value of speculative enterprises depends, 
then, not merely on tke amount of the individual gain, 
but on the legitimacy of that gain,—that is, the pro- 
bability that it will not be a gain merely on the losses 
of another. Betting, and trading however speculative, if 
legitimate at all, differ essentially in this,—that one consists 
in mutual advantage,—the other in a balanced gain and 
loss. But this involves another condition : if the legitimate 
speculative operations of trade are not merely to transfer 
advantages from one person to another, but to create a real 
balance of public benefit, they must of course be the result 
of a trained judgment educated to turn any contingency to 
the best account. Gains that are made merely at the ex- 
pense of another's losses, need not be the result of trained 
judgment and experience at all. Pure gambling is in any 
one’s power. But gains that create a real balanee of public 
advantage canonly bemadein the Jong run by professional judg- 
meut and experience. Hence the superiority of the sugar mer- 
chant’s speculation in sugar on the chance of a rise, over mere 
gambling. Itis at least on probabilities, not on guesswork, 
that he buys, and hence the result of his speculation, if well 
calculated, is to produce a balance of advantage to the public. 
He buys when sugar is falling and plentiful, and so tends to 
prevent a further fall: he sells when it is dear and scarce, 
and so tends to prevent a furtHer rise. It is true that if he 
gains, there is danger that some one else must have lost ; but 
still what he has done is a pure advantage to the public,—he 
Saves in the time of plenty against the time of scarcity, and so 
both diminishes the danger of waste in the former case, and 
the danger of famine in the latter. And he deserves to gain, 

use only by experience and close observation could he 
have learned when he ought to buy and when to sell. 

We maintain, then, that what may be called legitimate 
speculation, is legitimate and beneficial, exactly in proportion 
to the degree in which it employs previous knowledge, ex- 
——— 
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perience, talent, judgment,—in proportion as it is an art, 
capable, if not of acquirement by anybody, at least of: ac- 
quirement by shrewd and capable men,—in proportion as 
mere chance disappears. For this reason the interference 
of a mere amateur in trade-speculations is rightly felt to be 
less defensible than the same speculations conducted by ex- 
perienced merchants. For this reason,a!so, that kind of specula- 
tion which consists in the extension of strictly productive enter- 
prises is the highest of all; because the chances of success 
are more within the range of calculation, and if it succeeds, 
the benefit is permanent and reproduces itself. Next come 
such speculative operations as we have already alluded to,— 
the buying, in times of plenty, from some expectation that a 
time of scarcity is approaching. Here the public advantage 
is real, but only temporary, and there is far more danger 
that pure chance may defeat the very best judg- 
ment than in the former case. Last of all, and 
scarcely worthy of the name of trade at all, is that sort of 
speculation in which knowledge and experience scarcely tell 
at all, and which cannot be said to be a branch of any 
legitimate vocation,—share-speculation, The sugar or cotton 
merchant must know more of the sugar or cotton market 
than another man;—he has studied its laws,—he knows the 
general causes which affect the crops. But the speculator in 
shares has no legitimate rules to guide him. The prices of 
the securities vary with all the complexities of political events 
far beyond his knowledge. The chance-element is at its 
highest—the power of actual experience and knowledge at its 
lowest. Here, then, speculation—even where all the risk and 
responsibility are confined to the speculator—is properly re- 
garded as illegitimate,—as something fof which commerce 
may fairly be ashamed. 











Aqriculture. 


SHROPSHIRE FARMING, 

EXCEPTIONS having been taken, at a meeting of the Wenlock 
Farmers’ Club, by some of the farmers present, to the accuracy of 
the prize report of the Farming of Shropshire, recently published 
in the Journal of the Royal Agricultural Society, Mr Tanner, the 
author, has come forward to defend his report. In such an essay 
there must ever be partial errors, and there is, perhaps, always a 
tendency to render too prominent defects or successes which, after 
all, may prove to be exceptional. We have more than once 
noticed that a somewhat too favourable view of the agriculture 
and capacity for production of the counties under report is com- 
monly offered by ‘these prize reports; and such seems to have 
been the opinion of the Wenlock farmers, while they re- 
sented some intimations that more might be accomplished 
with greater care and energy. We advert to this controversy 
because it brings out some curious illustrations of the feelings the 
present precarious and unsatisfactory relations between landlord 
and tenant are found to generate in the agricultural mind. 


At the Wenlock Farmers’ Club, Mr Peter Davis complained 
that the Corvedale district, alleged to be suitable for swedes and 
roots, was inferentially assumed to offer few examples of successful 
root cultivation; and that the clover crops were unduly de- 
preciated by the prize essayist. He also complained of the 
statements ‘that “much of the land will fatten a 45 or 50 score 
bullock per acre, besides two or three sheep,” and that “ at 
Ludlow fair, Sept. 23, farmers may be seen selling, perhaps twerty 
fat cows each, the culls of their herds, at 252 or 302 a piece, 
besides fat steers.” And he asked whether such were not 
exaggerations, and who obtained such prices? He regretted no 
Shropshire man had competed for the prize. These remarks 
met with the general assent of the meeting. Another member, 
Mr Evan Davies, while objecting that justice had not been done 
by the essay to the farming of the county, thought that, “ with 
regard to sheep and cattle, and especially as to corn, Mr Tanner 
had very much overstated the facts.” He said, however, that 
there were very many good and useful suggestions in the essay, 
especially with regard to strong land, and he thus accounted for 
some of the defects of the report. ‘I know that he [Mr Tanner] 
used a large amount of personal exertion to obtain the necessary 
information ; and if others whom he applied to for information 
had answered his inquiries in the same spirit in which they were 
made, he would in all probability have produced a more satis- 
factory paper, for there is evidently no want of ability in the 
essayist; but the farmers thinking that some Government crochet 
was to be arrived at, refused to give the required information, or 
even to reply to Mr Tanner’s letters.” This statement was re- 
ceived by the audience with ‘‘That’s quite true.” Mr Davies 
added: “This is to be regretted; for instead of Shropshire 





ranking high up in the scale of agricultural counties, which it 
really ought, I fear it will now be placed low down in the list.” 
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To such criticism Mr Tanner addressed a det»iled reply, pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, in the course of which he makes 
this remark :—“ Here let me impress upon agricuiturists the in- 
discretion of attempting to keep down the recognised produce of 
districts from fear of its influencing their pecunia’y position with 
their landlords, and withhola information as to the productiveness 
of the land; for nothing can tend more forcibly to promote com- 
pulsory returns for statistical information. I atm not insensible 
to the fact that many gentlemen are very scrupulous about 
having it known what they really do produce, and any one 
who will venture to undertake the responsibility of making the 
report of a county must expect to be met on one side by complaints

from tenants of the land receiving too high a character, while.gg) 
the other hand the landlords may feel that the character of the 
district is not sufficiently maintained. I have in my report pro. 
ceeded fearlessly in the discharge of my duty, without bendj 
either to the one party or the other. fare anticipated being 
able to satisfy both interests. 1, therefore, avoided general av. 
as much as possible, and contented myself by showing what the 
several breeds of cattle and sheep, and also the land, were capable 
of producing under good management.” Now this controy 
speaks volumes for the injury done to agriculture by the sal 
mismanagement of land induced by the system of yearly and 
other precarious holdings.

THE proposed Reform Bill has brought forth, as might be ex- 

pected, a great mass of pamphlets. We have classed the specimens 














before us in what we conceive to be their order of merit. With 


—— 


the principles set forth in that which stands at the head of our 
list, we find ourselves in complete harmony,—with those of the 
last, in complete antagonism. Mr Brookes appears to us to pro- 
pose the introduction into our electoral system of the maximum 
of mischief, but to propose it, fortunately, with an amount 
violence and bluster which will deprive his arguments of ail such 
weight as they might possibly have had with any who could 
influence in the smallest degree the decision of the English Legis; 
lature. Mr Atkipson, on the contrary, writes with only too little 
practical force. His wise and well-considered views seem to 
proceed rather from the pen of a student than from those of & 
practical politician. The constitution of Rome under Servius 
fullus, and of Athens under Solon, scarcely deserve a separate 
chapter in a pamphlet meant to produce an immediate effect 0 
English readers. A passing allusion to them might not have 
been amiss, but these antiquities have no influence op : 
inclined to democracy. Mr Bright would only reply, as he did 
not long ago to one of his critics, that he does not look for preee 
dents for a Christian State in the nineteenth century, 





history of pagan countries more than 2,000 years ago. 
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n’s followers would remember that a single issue of the 
has more instruction for Englishmen than “ all the writings 
of Thucydides.” 

But if Mr Atkinson has a little too much of the historical 
student about him to influence effectually any who are inclined 
to the views of his opponents, he may supply those who are al- 
ready disposed to agree with him with most useful suggestions, as 
well as with the satisfaction of seeing their principles verified in 


| the mind of a fresh thinker. Mr Atkinson puts with great force 


ent for sedulously seeking out a variety of suffrage- 
qualifications, instead of reducing them all to the dead level of 
uniformity, as is the tendency of the ultra-Reformers. ‘ Uniformity 
of qualification,” he says, in reference to the tendencies‘of the 
Bill of 1832, ‘‘ which is the new standard, in contradistinction to 
variety of br empana's which is the ancient standard, having 
been erected, the people naturally look that every further reforma- 
tion and improvement shall be an approximation to the new 
standard.” And, as an iliustration of his meaning, he gives the 
following comment on the change for the worse,—so far, that is, 
as this principle is concerned,—which was introduced by the 
great Reform Bill :— 

Before the enactment of the Reform Bill, eight members were returned 
to Parliament by the body of the people whose interests were connected 
with London ; four being elected by those connected with the City proper, 
two by the inhabitants of Westminster, and two by those of Southwark. 
Now, in the qualifications under which these eight members were elected, 
there was a great difference. The four appertaining to the ancient 
district called the City, were elected under a high qualification, while 
the other four elected in the districts of Westminster and Southwark were 
elected under a qualification which approached universal suffrage. The 
chief city of the empire has, from its earliest history, been celebrated for 
its commerce, In the prosperity of this commerce, not only the citizens 
themselves, but the whole community, are deeply interested; for the 
physical welfare of every state depends on a constant increase of means, 
property or capital being kept abeadof, or preceding, an increase of people. 
In order that the immense interest of this place might derive protection 
and efficient support a charter of Incorporation had been granted. Under 
this charter the citizens were embodied, and were designated “ freemen.” 
The general body of the citizens, however, who were freemen, did not 
possess the privilege of voting for members of Parliament. It had been 
found expedient to raise the qualification higher, and only those of the 
freemen possessed the right of voting who chose to become Liverymen. 
This privilege was obtained by the payment of a certain sum of money, 
the persons applying for it being freemen, Thus the representative power 
was lodged with the body of Liverymen; but although this restriction 
was adopted, yet the constituency was very large, the number being 
about 14,000. Thus the qualification alluded to, while it embraced all 
the higher interests within -a Jarge constituency, excluded the lower, 
thereby rendering it more adapted in its nature to bring about the end 
required, which was, a real representation of those of the people who 
were connected with the important interests of the place. 

+ * # * * 

Thus it is evident that the high qualification which had been adopted 
in the City of London had its origin in justice and the nature of things; 
but as it necesserily led to the exclusion there of the more humble and 
poorer classes, 80 compensation was made to them in other parts. In the 
two districts of London to which I have alluded,—those of Westminster 
and Southwark,—the low or general qualification was established, so 
that those classes who were omitted to be included in the representative 
principle of the City, were admitted here, by which means each interest 
was able to return its four representatives, If the places had been 
combined under one qualification, it is plain that the whole eight represen- 
tatives could have been elected by the classes which happened to com- 
Prise the majority of voters under the qualification fixed; that is, 
if the high qualification had been the one established, in that case the 
lower classes would have been deprived of representation ; Or if the low 
qualification had prevailed, then those of the higher interests would have 
been deprived of representation, merely because they happened to be 
fewer in number. Then would have sprung up, ina still greater degree, 
that deplorable contention and resort to illegal and immoral practices, 
the tendency of which is to contaminate and degrade the feelirgs and 
the social relations of the whole community. 

This isan exceedingly good illustration of the real value of 
variety of suffrage-qualifications in securing the just representation 
of the various classes and interests of the country. This pamphlet 
is one continuous plea for the reintroduction of variety of suffrage- 
qualifications. Mr Atkinson would even introduce two distinct 
constituencies in the same localities, giving Manchester and Liver- 
pool, for instance, a universal-suffrage member as well as a high- 
qualification member. This proposal is open to obvious objections, 
as, indeed, are all proposals for the direct representation of the 
enormous numbers of the working class; but as we wish now to 
review only principles, and the principle is a just one,—we must 
pass on. 

Mr Atkinson’s pamphlet also contains a very excellent and 
forcible section against the ballot. He does not for a moment 
deny the grievances and practical evils for which the ballot is 
offered as a remedy; but he most justly argues that it will tend 
to destroy the very idea of public interest and duty, as distin- 
guished from private interest and duty, in the discharge of 
electoral functions. ; 

Holding the right to vote, as a right simply inherent in themselves, 
they would resolve to exercise this right in accordance simply with their 
Qwn views and interests. The record of the vote being a concealed or 


Secret matter, so that no person would know the way in which it was 
given, an inclination towards self-reservation would be fostered. A dis- 
ation to reflect on and to discuss the general character of subjects 








J 
and measures would be entertained. That which we all so much need, 
namely, to be so roused as to become elevated above the sphere. of 
common selfishness, and to learn the way in which the interests of the 
whole community are involved in political subjecta, and in national laws, 
would be avoided, 

This is excellent, and the whole argument against secret voting 
is ably put. To sacrifice the public standard of political duty is 
an evil so enormous, so certain to react prejudicially on the 
electoral classes, that no temporary gain in the way of merely 
hampering those disposed to bribe and intimidate, should be 
weighed for a moment against it. Any measure, were such a one 
possible, that could give effectual protection without lowering 
the standard of public duty, is most desirable. But the growth of 
higher principles, both in the rich and poor, can alone effectually 
touch the evil,—and no measure which has no tendency in this 
direction can pretend to claim the sacrifice of a principle s> fun- 
damental in politics as this, that the discharge of every political 
function is a duty which, having regard only to publie good, 
ought to be exercised publicly. 


Mr Atkinson comments with both truth and severity on the 
increasing tendency in our statesmen, especially manifested in re- 
ference to this Reform Bill discussion, to abdicate the duty of 
leading public opinion,—to look out helplessly for mere signs of 
its probable drift. And this remark leads us to the chief fault we 
have to find with the second pamphlet on our list. The corre- 
spondent of the Globe is commendably anxious to try no rash 
experiments. His suggestion is,—‘‘ Why not proceed ina tentative 
manner with regard to the principles of election, and watch the 
results?” He would proceed by: strict Baconian induction,—try 
the ballot in two or three places,—universal suffrage in two or 
three places,—property qualifications giving a number of votes in 
proportion to the taxation in a few places,—intermediate electoral 
bodieg elsewhere,—triennial elections here and there,—and so 
forth. Our answer to him is, that inductive processes are only 
desirable where people are in the dark as to what they want to 
be at. The Democratic party are not thus in the dark. The 
moderate Reform party, to which we belong, are not thus in the 
dark. We must meet the demands of such men as Mr Bright with 
a steady exposition of what we deem to be equity,—not with 
mere proposals to try experiments. We must admit freely that 
the working classes have no representation, and that they ought 
to be represented. We must deny firmly that they ought com- 
pletely to swamp all other classes,—the manufacturers, the mer- 
chants, the professional men. No Democrat will ever be silenced 
by the suggestion of turning England into fa laboratory for 
trying a course of political experiments. 

Mr Potter’s pamphlet is a moderate and sober avowal of agree- 
ment with Mr Bright’s practical suggestions. It is a plan for 
household suffrage and vote by ballot. It does not evince any of 
Mr Bright’s strong personal.anticipathies, but its suggestions are, 
to our minds, conceived on a completely false political theory ;— 
we need not answer it here, as we have virtually replied to some 
one or other of its proposals in our recent leading articles on this 
subject. 

The author of ‘The Franchise: what shall we do with it?” is 
hopelessly astray in his general principles. He would destroy all 
distinctions between counties and boroughs, parcel ont England 
into equal electoral districts, and proportion members absolutely 
to population. Yet, with all this false principle, he has one sug- 
gestion which ought to have led him into a better line of thought. 
It is very remarkable as coming from sacha quarter. ‘“ The key- 
stone,” he says, “of our proposed system is, that no one elector 
should have the power of voting for more than one candidate. 
It is quite right that population should govern representation and 
that all should have an equal voice in the country ; bud it is quite 
wrong that one elector should vote for four candidates, another 
for three, a third for two, and a fourth elector for one candi- 
date only.” This plan, he tells us, restores the minority to their 
legitimate station, ‘‘ but no more.” We would recommend this 
suggestion to Mr Bright’s attention. It clearly emanates from an 
ultra-democratic school of thought,—from one who thinks that 
every man has an absolute right to an equal influence in the 
country with every other man, and it is a legitimate inference from 
this principle, not adeparture from it. ‘I'he principle itself we 
wholly repudiate. But to those who adoptit, it is fair to say— 
“ Follow it out; do not absolutely deprive all parties that are in 
local minorities, of representation altogether, but give them a re- 
presentation in proportion to their numbers.” This is a far truer 
type of democracy than Mr Bright’s. But we wonder that a 
writer who can think so legitimately from his principles, should 
not see at once that his principles are defective; that absolute 
right depends on the moral and social and political qualifications of 
men, not on the bare fact of their being men. 

Of Mr Brookes’ pamphlet we have little to say beyond justify- 
ing the severe opinion we have formed of it. The writer says of 
Lord John Russell’s Bill of 1854 : — 

To pronounce this measure inadequate, preposterous, absurd,—to say 
that it falls short of what it onght to be, or what the country expects, 
are all forms of expression too weak to characterise it. It deserves to be 
denounced as a foul and treacherous betrayal of the unrepresented and 
ill-represented millions, by one whose liberal professions and antecedents 
seemed to point him out as the fit and proper, if not the only party, to 
whom that cause could be intrusted- 
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Such language speaks for itself. 

It is a sufficient index to Mr Brookes’ theoretic views that, instead 
of admitting the liberal Universities to the franchise, he would dis- 
franchise the Universities altogether. He thinks such an argu- 
ment as the following worthy to present to thinking readers :— 
“ Neither the dead languages, nor logic, nor mathematics stand 
in any particular need of representatives in the British House of 
Commons; and to argue that literature, art, and science require 
special representatives, would seem to imply that the House of 
Commons is composed of illiterate men, incapable of appreciating 
them.” If Mr Brookes’s theories were carried out—of which we 
are happy to think there is no chance—his fears as to the House 
of Commons might be only too soon justified. 





LockE AND SYDENHAM; or, Hore Subsecive. By Dr. Brown. 
1858. 

Ir is a somewhat alarming feature in the literature of the present 
day that there appear so many collections of fugitive efforts, not 
exactly worth the trouble of pursuit and recapture, by men who 
having in early life or at leisure moments contributed to various 
journals, magazines, and reviews, are afterwards possessed with 
a strong desire to have written a book. ‘The labour of deliberately 
excogitating and putting into shape and form a sufficient num- 
ber of ideas on any one subject to fill a good octavo volume 
perhaps alarms them; perhaps they have not time forit. It is 
always a matter of difficulty for a man, immersed in the real 
bustle and business of working life, to find time to write a book ; 
it is not easy for him to find leisure of mind to think thoroughly 
through ary topic, or physical leisure to make of that topic such 
a book as shall entitle him, if only. dy its size and pretensions, 
to the dignity of authorship. But it is Very easy to write from 
time to time those fragmentary thoughts on any matter that 
may chance to be interesting to the writer which in these days 
we call essays; it is a thing of no trouble to cut out from their 
covers the papers contributed under no pressure of thought or 
work to any friendly or liberal periodical, to send them to the 
printer, and to make of them a volume which is to be accepted as 
raising the gentleman whose name appears on the titlepage out 
of the ranks of anonymous writers and magazine contributors, and 
entitling him to a place amongregular authors. If this goes on much 
further, it is terrible to think of the mountains of such baskets of 
broken meat that will choke the back-shops of publishers, and 
supersede the magazines from which their contents are extracted 
in the service of the pastrycook and the greengrocer. There are 
few men of any capacity for literature who have not written a 
greater or less number of “occasional essays,” “ original tales,” 
and the other stock-in-trade of amateurs. If all these are now to 
be invited to amass their once readable or amusing writings into 
the form of books, with fantastic Latin titles or deterrent English 
ones ; if the writers in the Times and the Morning Herald should 
follow the example, and towards the close of a useful life astound 
the public by presenting it with solid volumes embodying many 
hundreds of leading articles by John Smith or William Robinson ; 
if nothing that has once been successful in print is to be allowed to 
die and be decently interred in the waste-paper basket, without 
hope of resurrection ; then we can only endeavour devoutly to } 
eschew all ‘“ collections” whatsoever, and when we do come ou one, } 
like Dr Brown’s “ Hore Subsecivee,” which really deserves a j 
avourable mention, we must be content to lose the good which it 
contains, rather than attempt a selection among competitors whose 
numbers will render computation difficult, and choice impossible. 

Even these essays, of which we have just spoken, though written 
with much more of care and thought than such performances 
usually display, hardly seem to us to have deserved republication. 
They contain much good writing, not alittle good sense, and 
some wholesome and not too well-remembered truths. But these 
are necessarily disjointed and incomplete; and even when put 
together do not form a whole. 

Root, branch, bark, and leaves singly perfect may be, 
But, clapt bodge-podge together, they don’t make a tree. 

If Dr Brown would have taken up the thoughts which are here 
broken into short and disconnected fragments, and woven them 
into one continuous thread, he might have made a really valuable 
book,—a title which we can hardly accord to ‘ Hore Subsecivee,” 
which is, at best, but a collection without connection of what 
were in their time spirited, sensible, and clever articles. But it 
is a very readable work, considering the gravity of its general 
matter; or it would have been so, but for the absurd affectation 
of an obsolete and confused type, which harmonises as ill with the 
language of the author as with the temper of the reader. The 
articles are mostly medical ; the first being a brief and somewhat 
constrained and unfinished biography of Sydenham and Locke, in 
quality of physicians. There are others which deal especially 
witk the proper qualifications of a medical man, which ate quiet, 
sober, and thoughtful, and would do credit to an y medical journal 
in which they should appear. There is a spirited vindication of 





country surgeons, which appeared in the Scotsman ; there is an 
account—chiefly extract—of the son of the historian Hallam, the 
friend of Tennyson, known to the world only. as the cause and 
subject of the grandest elegy the English language bas produced. 
An essay on the Black Dwarf’s bones promises more than it 





performs ; a paper on St Paul’s “ thorn in the flesh” is excel- 















lently well written, ingenious in criticism, and exact in deal. 
ing with minute and curious evidences. But the gem of the 
whole, in the estimation of general readers, will undoubtedly 
appear to be the tale of “ Rab and his Friends.” It is the 
story of a mastiff, the property of a Scotch carrier, with 
whom Dr Brown made acquaintance in his student days, seeing 
him attacked, when muzzled, by a little terrier, whom he killed on 
the spot as soon as released. He tells us of the progress of his 
acquaintance with Rab, with Rab’s master, and at last his migs- 
tress, a good, gentle old woman, who finally comes under his care 
as a surgeon’s assistant, and dies from the operation which Te- 
moved a paivful and dangerous disease. Very touching is the 
description of the grief and desolation of her husband, when he 
found that they were not, as they “ had clomb the hill thegither,” 
to go hand in hand to the foot. Very touching, too, ang notin the 
least ridiculous, is the poor old dog’s part in the agony of his 
master; and very true and natural is the pathos of Rab’s end, 
which is told without affectation or romance—without even the 
affectation of simplicity. If Dr Brown bad written more such 
simple and truthfal tales, he would have made a greater reputation 
than by his fragmentary essays; though perhaps not more than 
he may achieve, when he finds time and inclination to write a solid 
and connected work. We close our notice with the most favour- 
able form of criticism; an extract from the best-written part of the 
best thing in the volume :— 

The operating theatre is crowded; much talk and fun, and all the 
cordiality and stir of youth. The surgeon with his staff of assistants is 
there. In comes Ailie: one look at her quiets and abates the eager 
students. That beautiful old woman is too much for them; they sit 
down, and are dumb, and gaze at her. These rough boys feel the power 
of the presence. She walks in quickly, but without haste, dressed in her 
mutch, her neckerchief, her white dimity short gown, her black bom- 
hazeen petticoat, showing her white worsted stockings and her carpet 
shoes. Behind her was James, with Rab. James sat down in the 
distance, and took that huge and noble head between his knees. Rab 
looked perplexed and dangerous; for ever cocking his ear and dropping 
it as fast. 

Ailie stepped up on a seat, and laid herself on the table, as her friend the 
surgeon told her; arranged herself, gave a rapid look at J ames, shut her eyes, 
rested herself on me, and took my hand. The operation was at once begun ; 
it was necessarily slow; and chloroform—one of God’s best gifts to his 
suffering children—was then unknown. The surgeon did his work, The 
pale face showed its pain, but was still and silent. Rab’s soul was work- 
ing within him; he saw that something strange was going on—blood 
flowing from his mistress, and she suffering; his ragged ear was up and 
importunate; he growled, and gave now and then an impatient yelp ; he 
would have liked to have done something to that man. But James bad him 
firm, ani gave him a glower from time to time, and an intimation ofa pos- 
sible kick ;—all the better for James, it kept bis eye and his mind off Ailie. 
It is over: she is dressed, steps gently and decently down from the table, 
looks for James; then, turning to the’ surgeon ‘and the students, she 
curtsies,—and, in a low clear voice, begs their pardon if she has behaved 
ill. The students—all of us—wept like children; the surgeon hepped 
her up carefully, and, resting on James and me, Ailie went to her room, 
Rab following. We put her to bed. James took off his heavy shoes, 
crammed with tackete, heel-capt and toe-capt, and put them carefully 
under the table, saying :—** Maister John, I’m for nane o’ yer strynge nurse 
bodies for Ailie. I'll be bernurse, and on my stockin’ soles I’ll garg about 
as canny as pussy.” And so he did; and handy and clever, and swift 
and tender as any woman, was that horny-handed, snell, peremptory 
little man, Everything she got he gave her: he seldom slept; and 
often I saw his small, shrewd eyes out of the darkness fixed on her. 
As before, they spoke little.

The affair of the new Bank is still the grand question of the day 
in financial circles and on the Bourse. Statements have been 
made, and have I see found their way into some of the London 
newspapers, that the name of the bank,—the precise amount of 
capita!,—the precise operations this bank is to undertake,—who 





j| are to be its directors,—what are to be their powers—and various 


other matters, have been already definitively arranged. In sober 


}| reality, however, things are by no means so far advanced. All 


| that up to this moment has been dotie is this:—The Council of 
State was called on by the Government to say whether or not it 
| was desirable to establish a new bank, and if so whether the bank 
should be made a sort of new Credit Mobilier, or simply a discount 


| bank like the Comptior d’Escompte. The Council, after deliberation, 


announced that a new bank was desirable, and that it ought to 
resemble the Comptoir d’Escompte. The promoters of the affair 
are, I hear, somewhat disappointed at the conclusion of the 


}| Council of State, as what they wanted was a speculative institution 


approaching the Credit Mobilier. The statutes in which the 


}/ amount of capital, the number of shares in which it isto be raised, 


and the field of action of the new bank will be defined, have not 
yet been presented to the Council. On the perfect authenticity of 
these details you may rely. 

The Bank of France has notified that its dividend for the second 
half of the present year isto be 48f. For the first half of the year 
the dividend was 66f. The total for the year is consequently 
114f (42 119 3d), and at the price at which the Bank shares now 
stand, about 3,000f, it is only equal to a little more than 3% per 
cent. This is certainly a not very brilliant result. 

The Government has published a return relative to railways for 
It appears from it that 
at the end of September last the total length of railway worked 
was 8,591 kilometres (5,369 miles); and that the total receipts for 
the nine months were 242,040,129f (9,681,605/), which were 
10,733,743f (429,3507) more than in the corresponding period of 
1857. But as the length worked in 1857 was less than now, being 
at the end of September only 7,355 kilometres (4597 miles), the 
increase is only apparent,—that is to say, the receipts were pro- 
portionally less. ‘hus, taking the average length worked during 


{| the nine months of this year, and the same period of last, the re- 


turn shows that this year the receipts were only 30,564f per 
' kilometre, whereas last year they were 34,534f. This diminution 
in the receip:s per kilometre, which has not occurred for the first 
time this year, and which will probably continue, should be taken 
into consideration by all who have investments in railway secu- 
tities in this country. The following, according to the return, is 
the diminution per cent. per kilometre for the different great lines : 
—Northern nearly 2}, Eastern nearly 11}, Western rather more 
than 9}, Orleans upwards of 153, Mediterranean nearly 83, 
Southern rather more than 3, Ceinture (round Paris) nearly 93, 
and Anzin to Somain rather more than 63. On the following 
lines, on the contrary, there is an increase :—Ardennes 1654, 
Geneva rather more than 10}, and Dauphiné 23]. ‘This increase, 


| however, is owing to the lines being new, and having only small 


portions opened last year. On the Ardennes Railway, for example, 
less than five miles were worked on an average during the first 
nine months of last year, whereas during the same period of this 
year the average has been 44 miles. 

Many of your readers will, no doubt, remember that great 
sensation was caused some montis ago by M. James Odier, an 
influential and much respected banker, having fallen into diffi- 
culties, and having had to recede from the directory of the Bank 
of France in consequence. It was hoped that with time he 
would be able to arrange his affairs, but I see with regret that his 
name figures in tie list of bankruptcies declared on Friday last. 

At a meeting of the shareholders of the Parisian Gas Company, 
held three days back, two vacancies were filled up in the board of 
directors, and it was announced that a considerable increase in 
the operations of the company had taken place,—the number of 
subscribers havirg between the first January and the 30th 
November augmented by 3,000, the receipts from the sale of gas 
for heating having augmented 25 per cent., and the sale of coke 
having also become considerably greater. 

The Director-General of the Customs, by a circular to the 
Customs’ authorities in the sea-ports, prescribes various measures 
for simplifying the formalities observed on the arrival and departure 
of vessels engaged in the coasting trade. Any reform of this kind

The following are some details respecting the markets.* In 
flour, at Paris, there has for some days been inactivity, bakers 
only buying what they actually require. Prices have conse- 
quently a downward tendency; and, as large arrivals are ex- 
pected, owing to the navigation on rivers having been resumed 
(it was suspended or impeded by lack of water), this tendency 
will, it is thought, prevail for some little time to come. 
Yesterday the ‘good marks” were at 43f to 44f the 159 
kilogrammes; ‘inferior’ at 45¢ to 46f; “ ordinary” offered 
at 41f to 42f; nothing done in ‘ four marks.” In wheat 
yesterday little was done. Choice qualities were at 24f 75c to 
25f the 120 kilos; first quality, 24f to 24f 50c; second quality, 23f 
to 23f 50c; and other sorts, 21f to 22f 50c. Purchasers wanted 
a reduction, but only obtained one of 50c on the second quality. 
As to the provincial markets, a fall of from 10c to 1f the hectolitre 
is recorded in twenty-five markets; a rise of from 25c to 66c 
in four; eighteen are stated to be calm or firm; and twenty-nine 
without variation. In hops, nothing of importance has lately 
taken place at Paris; the consumption of beer is declining on 
account of wine having become cheaper. Oils and oleaginous seeds 
are calm: rape ol yesterday at Paris was from 109f to 155f the 
100 kilogrammes; at Lille, 93f 50c; Rouen, 104f 50c; Caen, 
103f. In alcohols there has been a decline :— ‘The Trois-Siz 
beetroot, first quality, were at Paris yesterday at 69f the hectolitre, 
the Montpellier at 73f; at Lille yesterday, the former was 
at 70f, and at Bordeaux, 70f. ‘lallow at Paris yesterday 
was 122f the 100 kilogrammes. In that article last week at 
Havre nothing wasdone. Of cotton at Havre, for the week endin 
Saturday, the sales were 9,464 bales, the imports 31,865, an 
prices varied from 43f to 112f the 50 kilogrammes, which 
were about 3f lower than those of the preceding week. On Mon- 
day, 2,650 bales were sold at 96f 50c to 97f for “low” New 
Orleans; on Tuesday, 1,540 at same price for “low,” and 91f for 
“ very low ;” and yesterday, 2,000 at from 91f to 104f—‘ low” 
New Orleans being 97f. In coffee at Havre business during the 
past week was somewhat active, and prices varied from 61f 
(Brazilian) to 131f (Java) the 50 kilogrammes. 1,434 sacks of 
Haiti, damaged, went at from 109f to 120f. The arrivals of the 
week were 1,174 sacks from Bombay and 62 from Pernambuco. 
Yesterday at Havre there was a demand: 705 sacks of Rio 
went at from 58f 50c to 60f the 50 kilogrammes. In 
sugar at Havre during the week affairs were tolerably active 
and prices firm. Yesterday quotations were from 28f 25c to 64 
the 50 kilos ; at Paris, yesterday, Martinique and Guadeloupe were 
136f the 100 kilos, and native beetroot 141f to 141f 50c. At 
Nantes stocks are very low. For wool at Havre in the course of 
the week there was a brisk demand for exportation, and prices, 
which were firm, varied from 95f (La Plata) to 485f (Mexico). 
Yesterday the quotations were from 225f to 365f the 100 kilos. 
At Marseilles, transactions in wool are rather slack, owing to the 
fall of stock and the small importance of arrivals. Prices are 
firm, with a tendency to rise. The last market report of Mul- 
house states. that the demand for cotton and printed goods was 
brisk. With respect to iron, St. Dezier letters report that orders 
for good cast-iron at 130f to 132f 50c the ton had been refused, 
and that an affair had beer done at 135f. It was said that some 
ironmasters had declared that they would not enter into an 
engagements for two months to come at a price lower than 135f. 
Iron from coke was at 265f to 270f to be delivered free at Paris.

BrussEts, Dec. 29. 

The last Customs returns show that the imports in November 
last were 6 per cent. more than in the same month of 1857, 2 per 
cent. less than in November 1856; and that for the past eleven 
months of the present year they were 23 per cent. more than the 
corresponding period of last year, and 7 per cent. less than in that 
of 1856. The exports in November last were 1 per cent. less than 
in the same month of 1857, and 5 per cent. less than in that of 
1856 ; whilst for the first eleven months they were 3 per cent. less 
than in the corresponding period of 1857, and 10 per cent. more 
than in that of 1856. In imports, cotton was nearly 53,000/ 
English more in the first eleven months of the present year than 
in the same period of last year. In exports, coal was rather more 
than 93,000/ more, and iron upwards of 52,000/ more. 

It is said that some ironworks at Charleroi have obtained an 
order, amounting to several hundred thousand pounds, for rails, &c., 
for Russia. 





MADRID, Dec. 27. 

Scandalous gambling, trickery, and, it is not too much to say, 
downright swindling have for a long time prevailed in mining 
transactions in this country; and the consequence is, that some 
mining securities have become entirely worthless, others have un- 
dergone great depreciation, and even those that are good are re- 
garded with distrust. This state of things, which has long been the 
subject of loud and general complaint, has caused a meeting of per- 
sons interested in mining operations to be held, and at this meeting it 
was resolved to establish a junta (or committee)of menof undouted 
substance and respectability, charged to watch over all mining 
speculations, to take measures for preventing frauds, and to bring 
fraudulent persons to‘justice. It is hoped that this junta will be 
able to relieve mining transactions from the discredit under which 
they labour, and so induce men of character and capital, beth in 
this country and abroad, to embark in mining enterprise. The 
mineral wealth of Spain is, as all the world knows, varied and im- 
mense, and fortunes can no doubt be made in turning it to account. 
But before people will venture money in the hope of gaining for- 
tunes, they must have reasonable assurance that they are not des- 
tined to become the dupe of rogues. / 
The corn trade is very anxious to know whether or not the Go- 
vernment means to prolong the decree which allows the free im- 
port of corn to the end of the year, or to impose a small fixed duty 
on that import. Great inconvenience is occasioned by postponing 
to the very last moment a decision on so important a question. _ 

Loud complaints are made that the notes issued by the branches 
of the Bank of Spain cannot be exchanged for specie out of their 
respective locaiities, without difficulty and without loss, It is 
evidently as absurd and as iniquitous hereJto make the holder of, say 
notes of the Alicante branch, pay for having them cashed in Madrid, 
as it would be for the Bank of England to take so much per cent. 
for cashing the notes of its Manchester branch. 





COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


Ata meeting of the Canada Company held on Thursday, a dividend 
was declared of 1/ 10s per share, free of income tax. Up to the 3rd of 
December the land sold in 1858 was 1,379 acres, at an average price of 
20s 7d per acre, against 2,457 at 32s 1ld in 1857. In the same period 
11,312 acres were leased at 44s ld per acre, against 43,727 at 51s 5d. 
The quantity of leased land converted into freehold was 25,703 acres at 
178 the acre in 1858; and 40,275 at 17s £d in 1857. 

‘ The importations of coals, culm, and cinders into the port of London 
in the past month were:—-From Newcastle, 105,529 tons; Seaham, 
13,070 tons; Sunderland, 61,127 tons; Middlesborough 5,875 tons ;

Wales, 13,729 tons ; Yorkshire, 1,178 tons; smal!, 639 tons; cinders, 
308 tons ; ‘making a total of 271,088 tons, brought in 845 ships. In the 
corresponding month of 1857 the importations were 333,166 tons. The 
deliveries by railway last month were:—By the Great Northern, 54,772 
tons; Eastern Counties, 10,695 tons; London and North-Western 
56,168 tons; South-Eastern, 1,485 tons; Great Western, 3,810 tons; 
Midland (via Great Northern ), 2,010 tons; making a total of 128,940 tons. 
In the corresponding month of 1857 the railway deliveries were 105,088 
tons. The deliveries by canals were 1,474 tons last month, and 2,214 
tons in November, 1857. The importations by sea have amounted to 
2,916,535 tons, brought in 9,514 ships, from the Ist of January to the 
30th of November, 1858, against 2,792,691 tons, brought in 9,364 ships, 
in the corresponding period of 1857. The deliveries by railway from the 
Ist of January to the 30th of November, 1858, amounted to 1,078,098 
tons, against 1,106.752 tons in the corresponding period of 1857. “The 
canal deliveries from the Ist of January to the 30th of November, 1858, 
were 18.764 tons, against 23,633 tons in the corresponding period of

The total receipts from all sources have been 4,013,397 tons in 
1858, against 3,923,076 tons in 1857, leaving an increase of 90,321 tona, 
According to the report of the Directors of the United States Mint the

The coinage operations during the same period 
were as follows :—Gold, 52,889,800 dols 29c; silver, 8,233,287 dols 77¢; 

The amount of gold of 
domestic production deposited during the year was 40,977,168 dols 55e, 
derived as follows;—From California, 40,591,140 dols 88c; from Oregon, 
9,181 dofs ; and from the Atlantic States, 376,846 dole 67c. The gold from 
Fraser’s River is found to be considerably alloyed with silver, more so 
than the average of California gold; its value is 17 dols 50c per ounce 
after melting.

The annexed commercial intelligence is dated Calcutta, Nov. 22 :—The 
produce market has again resumed a dull aspect, and business during the 
fortnight under review has been chiefly done to fulfi! former engagements, 
The accounts from home and the high cost of goods here have taken 
buyers aback. In indigo we have heard of no further sales. Raw silk in 
moderate demand only. In corahs hardly anything doing. Sugar very 
sparingly dealt in, in consequence of the high prices demanded by the hold. 
ers. Saltpetrein less demand, and value declining. Linseed in small inquiry 
for Great Britain, but a fair business doing for America. Safflower in- 
active, for want of good parcels, Cutch delivering aod in neglect. In 
the import market avery brisk and extensive demand has sprung up for 
all descriptions of piece goods, both gray and bleached, and extensive 
transections have taken place at extreme rates, The accounts from all 
the principal up-country marts have been very favourable, which has been 
the principal cause of this state of affairs here. The money market still 
continues easy. The Bank of Bengal has made no alteration in their rates 
of interest. 

The North China Herald of the 6th November contains the following 
report of the tea and silk markets:—Tea.—At last the black tea market 
is opened, by the settlement of five or six chops of new congou. The 
price is said to be between 29 and 32taels for the best, but few pur- 
chasers follow at those rates. Ten or eleven chops have arrived during 
the fortnight, and the stock is now estimated at 35 chops of Ningchow and 
Oopak of this season’s tea; no Hohow, Kaisow, or Sinchune kinds have 
come to market, Teamen seem more disposed to come to terms since 
the news has been received of considerable settlements at Canton. They 
also know that the rise in the value of the tael is likely to cause an equi- 
valent fall in the tael price of produce. In green, business continues ac- 
tive at about the same rates, principally for America.

Siik.—In the last fortnight settlements have been on the same exten- 
sive scale as lately advised, amounting to about 5,000 bales, or 10,500 to 
11,000 for the month.

The home trade having withdrawn 
from the market, and there being no demand for export, holders found 
it difficult to effect sales. The absence of later foreign news also tended 
to check business, but on Thursday the City of Washington’s news 
was to hand via Cape Race, and there was subsequently an improved 
feeling manifested. Prices improved $c to }-, with a fair demand, and 
at the Southern markets have shown an upward tendency; business has since 
been moderately active. Middling Upland is now quoted 12c, In transitu 
parcels, there has been little done, ard prices are without change. Middling 
New Orleans with 4d freight is quoted 114c. The Persia’s news caused no 
change in the market to-day. In the Southern markets business has been 
active throughout the past week, and at New Orleans and Mobile prices have 
advanced $c under an increased demand, and a slight falling off in 
receipts at the former point. The week’s business at New Orleans 
amounts to 59,000 bales, being quite up to the receipts, and middling is now 
quoted 11£c by telegraph. At Mobile, 21,000 bales have changed hands 
on the basis of 11}¢ for middling; and at Charleston, 14,000 bales have 
been sold without change in price. At Savannah, however, there has 
been a decline of 4c during the week, the demand being very light; while 
holders have pressed their cotton on the market. The advance at New 
Orleans has been neutralised by a decline in freights, so that the cost of 
cotton, free on board, is no higher than last week ; while at the Atlantic 
ports, there has also been a decline iu freights.

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 





Notwithstanding the holidays, and the preparations for stock.taking, 
the manufacturing markets have continued in an excited state. Immense 
quantities of goods have been purchased for shipment to India and 
China, and the transactions for home use have been libera, at further 
enhanced rates. The manufacturers generally are full of orders; they 
have literally no stock of goods in warehouse, and the whole of the 
mills are running full time. In the iron and coal districts, however, no 
movement has taken place; nevertheless, the prospects generally are 
considered favourable. 

Mancuester, Dec. 30.—The last week of the year has been no ex+ 
ception to the prevalent activity of this district. Whatever descriptions 
of Inia yarns and cloths could be readily delivered have been again 
eagerly bought up at enhanced rates, but so many of the merchants 
having now so much to receive at considerably below these rates, there 
has been less disposition for forward contracts, and the business of this 
week, though sti)] having the character of animation, is believed to have 
been by no means so large as that of several weeks preceding. Indeed, 
the important business of this week is believed to have been in printing 
cloths, which have advanced 14d to 3d per piece, with an active demand, 
It would seem that many of the printers have poatponed their purchases 
for spring goods, in hopes of lower prices; but now that the magnitude 
of the Eastern demand threatens seriously to interfere with their sup- 
plies, they have had to secure a portion of their probable requirements, 
Longeloths and other articles for the Levant market have been ex+ 
ceedingly quiet. The failure of a Greek house has been reported to-day, 
the amount being estimated between 25,0001 and 30,0002.

At the corresponding date of the year 1855, the world 
was looking with great anxiety for the Czar’s answer to the 
proposals of peace presented through the mediation of 
Austria. In 1856, there was a very active demand for 
money, which was increased by a foolish “run” for gold 
upon a number of the Irish banks. In 1857, the over-issue 
of two millions of notes had just been cancelled, occasioning 
the transfer of Government securities to that amount from 
the “issue” back to the “ banking” department, and a cor- 
responding diminution in the reserve of notes in the Bank’s 
till. 

The money market during the whole of the week has pre- 
sented the features which are always observed at the ex- 
treme close of the year. A large number of transactions 
are now brought to a settlement; and many persons who 








their balance at their banker's, Coupled with this, there ig: 
always an accelerated movement of the revenue during the 
closing days of the year. We have, consequently, to report. 
an extremely active demand for money in all quarters, 
Yesterday and to-day even some pressure was experienced, 
and the applications at the Bank, including many from the 
discount brokers, have been more extensive than upon any 
occasion since the crisis, as the next return of that establish. 
ment will doubtless show. Only the very best paper can 
be negotiated in the open market at 24 per cent., and for 
the general run of good mercantile bills the terms have: 
ranged between 24 and 3 per cent. ‘To some extent the de- 
mand may be regarded as exceptional and temporary, since 
the pressure will probably cease as soon as the effect of the 
large Government disbursements which are about to com- 
mence is felt. During the next few days, however, the mer. 
cantile engagements maturing on the 4th of January will 
engage attention, and there are two loan instalments shortly 
falling due,—viz., on the 10th January, the final instalment 
of 15 per cent., or 450,000/, on the Turkish loan of 3,000,000/ 
(First Series), and on the 14th January an instalment of 
20 per cent., or 310,000/, on the Chilian loan of 1,552,0002 
Forty-two per cent. will then remain to be paid on the 
latter. 

The public have been prepared for the issue of a large: 
amount of Victoria Government bonds, the proceeds of 
which are destined for railway purposes. The particulars: 
of this operation have been officially announced. .The 


amount now offered is one million sterling, in 6 per cent, |} 


bonds of 1,000/,.5001, and 1002 each, redeemable at the: 
expiration of 25 years. The Committee appointed by the: 
six Australian banks associated in the affair will receive: 
tenders at the London and Westminster Bank, until two 
o'clock on Friday next, the 7th of January, at. which hour’ 
the tenders will be publicly opened and the result made 
known. A deposit of 5 per cent. is to be previously paid to 
the London and Westminster or London Joint Stock Bank,. 
The advertisement states that “the debentures so 
tracted for will be deliverable to the subscribers at the 
London and Westminster Bank on Tuesday, the Ist of 
February next, upon payment of the balance due thereon.” 
The necessity of paying down the entire amount at such short 
notice will probably exclude all speculative applications, and 
will, indeed, materially restrict the number of tenders. The 
interest will be payable on the 1st April and 1st October, and 
‘* purchasers of the debentures will be entitled to the 2 per 
cent. interest accruing from the Ist October, 1858, to the 1st 
of February next.” It is further mentioned, “ for the infore 
mation of the parties who may be desirous of tendering, the 
Committee are authorised to state that the revenue of 
Victoria, for the year ending 31st December, 1857, amounted 
to 3,307,467/, while that for the present year is estimated by 
the Treasurer of the colony at about the same sum. Nearly 
one-half of this: revenue is expended each year on internal 
improvements.” The Colonial Treasurer recently declared, 
in his place in the Assembly House, that “ the colony is ab- 
solutely free from debt.” By the 15th April the total 
amount of new debentures shipped for the London market 
will be raised to 2,170,000, the whole of which, it is pre- 
sumed, will be offered in London during the year 1859. The 
aggregate proposed io be placed here is said to be sevem 
millions sterling, but an impression prevails that the negotia- 
tion of this amount will be spread over four years. The 
existing 6 per cent. Victoria debentures are quoted in 
London 110 to 112 per cent., or equal to 107 to 109 ex the 
haif-yearly dividend. The prices talked of for the new 
issue are about 107 or 108, which will include dividend from 
the 1st of October last—a period of four months. The 
nominal quotaticr in the Stock Exchange is 106 to 109. 

Imports of specie aud bullion to a fair extent have been 
announced this week, including 390,000/ from Australia, 
50,000/ from the United States, 44,000/ from Russia, and a 
large quantity of silver from the Continent. 

Of the gold, the whole has been sent away, with the ex- 
ception of about 88,000/, which has been sent into the Bank, 
viz., 48,0001 yesterday, and 40,000/ this day.

Upon the whole, the Continental exchanges show consider- 
able steadiness, being, as yet, little affected by the increased 
withdrawals of silver from that side. As regards long bills 
on Paris, and paper on Holland and St Petersburg, the rates 
are a trifle more favourable for this country, whilst a slight 
adverse announcement has taken place inthe terms on Frank~ 
fort, Vienna, and~Trieste. The Austrian Ministers appear 
to be working steadily and successfully towards a restoration 
of the financial system of the Empire. 

The idea that a Russian Loan will be tmmediately brought 
forward has subsided, and the Russian Exchange has become 
more favourable for this country. There is little doubt, 
however, that a loan will ultimately ‘be resorted to, accom- 
panied, perhaps, by a funding ofa portion of the paper money. 
The finances of Russia might thus be quickly improved. 

On Monday it is expected that the Committee of the Stock 
Exchange will admit the shares in the Grand Russian Railways 
ito the privilege of quotation in the official list. 

The Madras Railway Company have this day paid into the 
Bank of England, to the accounts of the Secretary of State 
for India in Council, the sum of 206,190/, received on account 
of the call on the third extension shares, and in anticipation 
of calls. 

The Committee of the London Stock Exchange have been 
solicited to order the establishment to be closed to-morrow 
(Saturday, the 1st of January), but have passed a resolution 
inthe negative. Most of the provincial Stock Exchanges 
will be closed. 

At Paris to-day (Friday), the closing quotations of the 
Bourse were as follows, viz.:—Three per Cent. Rentes, for 
money, 72.90; ditto for the present settlement, 72.90; ditto 
Four-and-a-Half per Cents., for money, 98; Bank of France 
Shares 3,000f. Compared with last Friday’s quotations, the 
Three per Cents. exhibit a decline of nearly 33 per cent.

At our market, both on Monday and Wednesday, wheat changed 
Spring corn and flour were held at 
extreme rates, but other articles were a siow sale. 

The few samplea of English wheat on offer here to-day were disposed 
of at fully Monday’s prices, and there was mora inquiry for foreign par- 
cels. Barley was very dull, and rather cheaper; whilst malt moved off 
slowly, at late rates. Oats were 6d dearer, and all other articles support 
late currencies.
